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1 . WALL STREET JOURNAL STAFFER ARLEN J. LARGE REPORTED

STRATION OF WILLINGNESS OF CONGRESS TO FOLLOW WHITE HOUSE 
LEAD ON MAJOR WEAPONS PROGRAMS." 

2. PAUL LEWIS OF NEW YORK TIMES. REPORTING FROM PARIS, 

SAID FRANCE GAVE "SEEMINGLY IRREVOCABLE PLEDGE TO PROCEED 
WITH CONTROVERSIAL SALE OF NUCLEAR FUEL REPROCESSING PLANT 
TO PAKISTAN, MOVE MANY COUNTRIES FEAR MIGHT ENABLE THAT

"UNFORTUNATELY, IN CASE OF B-l DECISION, ADMINISTRATION 
HAS FOUND WAY TO SATISFY HAWKS AT SAME TIME IT HANDED 
VICTORY TO DOVES. TECHNOLOGY HAS PROVIDED CHEAP MEANS OF 
ACCOMPLISHING SPECIAL MISSION OF B-l AT BARGAIN PRICES, 

VIA CRUISE MISSILE." FELD SAID "TROUBLE WITH THIS NEW 
ITEM OF ’SWEET’ TECHNOLOGY IS THAT, ONCE IT HAS BEEN 
DEVELOPED AND TESTED, BANNING OF ITS DEPLOYMENT WOULD 
BE ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE TO VERIFY BY NATION MEANS ALONE (SHORT)

CARTER'S DECISION TO EXCHANGE CRUISE MISSILES OF 1, 500-
